newspaper articles. Bulgaria is cred­ 
ited with 250.000 to 300 OOO men. Per­ 
haps the actual number will be con­ 
siderably below this. 
But after all 
deductions are made the number of 
men engaged in this campaign will 
be large, compared with the number 
that ih« great captains of a genera­ 
tion ago handled. 
Up to the middle of the nineteenth 
century 150.000 was with rare excep­ 
tion about the greatest 
number 
of 
men en any one battlefield. At Wag­ 
ram, where Napoleon had the larg­ 
est number of men 
ever 
under his 
personal command, there were about 
USO,OOO. At Waterloo he led rather 
less than 72.000. Wellington had 08,- 
000. 
Until the arrival of Blucher 
v.fth the Prussians 
not 
more than 
140,000 were engaged in that 
bat­ 
tle 
In our own civil war. which is 
justly called great, none of the lead­ 
ing commanders personally 
directed 
more than 100,000 men. 
At Gettysburg 
Meade 
had 82,000 
and Lee about 
73,000. 
Grant, 
o' 
course, after he 
became 
general of 
all the armies, had command of a 
great number of men, but 
for his 
personal direction the numbers were 
not so great as modern figures have 
laude us familiar with. 
The Boston Transcript, which has 
gathered these figures, 
recalls 
the 
fact tnat the effectives are always 
far less than the aggregate roll of 
the army. Thus, in June, 1864, when 
Grant had the army of the James and
